Drouth Aid Awaited 


AUSTIN 

Farmers and ranchers across Texas 
are waiting to see what U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture officials will do 
about a drouth relief program for the 
state proposed by the newly appointed 
Drouth Lmergency Committee. 

Kenneth L, Scott, Ge, oS. 2 di- 
rector of agricultural credit service, 
is studying the plan which calls for 
aid to Texas farmers in purchasing 
feed and roughage. The proposal is 
that certificates for $1 or more be 
granted for each 100 pounds of feed 
or roughage needed, with county com- 
mittees to determine those eligible and 
their needs. 

The proposal was sent to Scott by 
Agricultural Commissioner John 
White with a letter saying that “long- 
range emergency credit is needed des- 
perately....we need more than just 
enough to keep our livestock alive. 
The farmers and ranchers must have 
extended credit and loans or they can’t 
afford to participate in any program,” 


- White wrote.

The Observer has been granted ac- 
cess to the startling documents with 
which the Reform Party in Laredo 
is demanding a state investigation into 
absentee balloting in Webb County. 

At present prospects for the inquiry 
do not seem certain in spite of much 
sound and many headlines. C. B. W. 
Dick, Reform candidate for senator, 
and two others asked Rep. Wade Spil- 
man of McAllen to start a probe with 
his House Investigating Committee, 
and he replied that he’d study it. At- 
torney General John Ben Shepperd 
said it ought to be done. Then ‘Spil- 
man said Shepperd can do it if he 
wants to so badly. Shepperd then sent 
an assistant to Laredo. These ex- 
changes occupied many feet of news- 
print in the daily press. 

But Shepperd said he couldn't take 
action until after the election. Tom 
Moore, a candidate to succeed Shep- 
perd, who is not secking re-election, 
called for an investigation of the alle- 
gations now. D. A. James Kazen said 
in Laredo that it’s all an effort to get 
“publicity at the expense of our 

{founty.” 

A. W. Gates and (George Byfield, 
leaders of the Reform Party, were in 
Austin last weck stating the party's 
case. Gates displayed an envelope 
which contained alist of 71 people 
who he said were the responsibility of 
a police sergeant who had to get them 
poll taxes and see that they voted. He 
said the envelope was thrown over his 
back yard fence at night. 

Essentially the Reform Party 
spokesmen with whom the Observer 
consulted maintain that absentee bal- 
loting is being used as a means of in- 
structing some Old Party followers 
whom to yote for; and they have affi- 
davits in which the persons under oath 
say that poll taxes are bought for vot- 
ers and that city or county employees 
have told them they had to get so 

_many poll taxes to keep their jobs.

If, indeed, the assertions of the af- 
fidavits and statements are correct, the 
Observer cannot testify to the extent 
of these abuses.
